but if the road is narrow, muddy or 
slick,- drivers should go very slowly,” 
he said. During the last 10 years he 
has averaged 45,000 miles of driving 
annually. 

Safe driving such as exemplified by 
Williams and Dr. Randolph would 
eliminate traffic deaths and the tre- 
mendous cost in damages to persons 
and Rroperty. Throughout the years, 
The Constitution has campaigned mili- 
tantly for safer driving on Georgia’s 
highways. 

Dr. Randolph sums up the reasons 
for his excellent record thus: “I at- 
tribute my lack of mishaps to the good 
condition of my cars, good eyesight 
and extreme care for obstructed road 
vision, and because I always figure 
the other fellow is going to violate all 
traffic rules and regulations while I 
observe them.” 

The physician emphasized the im- 
portance of clear vision. 

“The driver's eyesight should be 
good to drive safely, and if vision is 
defective it should be corrected as 
nearly as possible by properly fitted 
glasses,” he stated. 

“Tf vision is obstructed on the road 
for such reasons as trees, buildings 
and trucks, one should always slow 
down to a. moderate speed and drive

sight. Never become so interested in 
scenery by the roadside as to lose 
sight ‘of the road immediately in front 
of the car. 

“T always see and observe all cars, 
trucks, persons and livestock near the 
roadways.

Plain common sense has 
taken us into one great war and might very well involve us in another. 
It has not even begun to solve the problem of poverty, but... has in- 
creased the sum of misery and mass unemployment.” 

That is equivalent to saying: “You cannot trust an intelligent man, 
for intelligence, by any reasonable definition, means folly.” That method - 
would prove any false thing true, but you can’t change definitions in 
that arbitrary fashion to please your prejudices. |

The annual ragweed pollen crop of| 
North America, according pollen 
counts made by and for Oren C, Dur- 
ham, botanist, is at least a million 
Most of the crop grows east of 
the Rockies, where 93 per cent of the 
population of the United States gets 
the full benefit of it. 

The ragweed fever season is on now. 
It lasts from the end of the first week 
of August until the beginning of the 
last week in September, in the north 
and east. In the south the season be- 
gins early in July and lasts until late 
in October. 

Sufferers from ragweed fever who 
merely use their pollinosis as an ex- 
cuse to go places wil’ go to the places | 
they wish to. visit regardless of the 
amount of poflen deposited in the sea- 
son. Those who are compelled to go 
away to get relief will carefully con- 
sider the records of various places as 
to the amount of ragweed pollen in the 
air. 

According to the tests of the expert 
mentioned, New York city air had 
101 pounds of pollen to the square 
mile last season.

Shortage of Equipment Re- 
ported as 9,000 Men 
Fight Flames. 


ST. PAUL, Aug. 12.—(#)—Fresh 
concern gripped Minnesota and Wis- 
copsin residents in forest fire areas to- 
day as shortage of equipment § and 
fears a high wind would whip many 
blazes out of control intensified the 
acuteness of the situation. 

“The situation is growing worse 
daily;’ said Grover Conzet, Minne- 
sota state forester, as fires continued 
to cause work for 9,000 men combat- 
ing blazes in Minnesota where one 
gettler already has been burned to 
death. 

“Practically all the resources of the 
state now are enlisted in this cause 
but everything available will appear so 
insignificant and minor as compared 
with the problem that it is resolving 
itself into a proposition of each com- 
munity or even each individual plan- 
ning their own salvation,” he said. 

“Condition never have been so seri- 
ous. We are buying fire-fighting 
equipment and getting it into the areas 
as rapidly as possible, but we can’t 
get enough equipment. We are shop- 
ping by wire and telephone all over 
the United States in an attempt to 
buy all the hose available.” 

Three hundred hand fire pumps 
have been ordered and, Conzet said, 
manufacturers are working day and 
night to turn them out. 

As E. V. Willard, state conserva- 
tion commissioner, left by airplane for 
the north, residents of Bennett and 
Hawthorne, Wis., were ready to re- 
| treat before a blaze in that area that 
‘has changed direction three times, 
| Eight hundred men fought the fire, 
‘four miles fro Bennett. 
| The outbreaR of a new blaze in the 
| Kahbetogama peninsula country, near 
'the Minnesota-Canadian border, added 
to the cost of damages in this state, 
which already has reached $100,000, 
Conzet said, Expenses approximate 
$10.000 to $15,000 daily. 

Ten thousand acres are ablaze in 
the Kabetogama area and 400 men 
are combating the fire.

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MARY HAD RIGHT 

TO SUPPRESS DIARY 

(Copyright, 1936, by North American News- 
paper Alliance, Inc.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 12—Local copy- 
right lawyers are puzzled over why 
legal counsel for Mary Astor did not 
restrain publication of portions of her 
intimate diary by injunction proceed- 
ings, a recourse for which there is 
ample precedent. 

It was pointed out here that while 
the diary, of course, was not copyright- 
ed, Mary Astor, according to common 
law, had established an exclusive lit- 
erary property right in it by the mere 
act of writing it. Publication of it 
without her consent and before it be- 
came a part of the court record and 
therefore privileged is seen here by 
specialists in this particular field of 
jurisprudence as a direct infringement 
of this right and therefore restrainable 
by injunction. 

In this connection, the case of a 
New York publisher who sought to re- 
print letters wriiten by the late Wood- 
row Wilson was cited. The publisher 
had purchased these letters from their 
recipient, but the widow of the former 
President refused to consent to their 
publication and obtained an injunc- 
tion in a District of Columbia court 
restraining him from printing them. 
The court took the position that all
